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‘Replenishment’ is 
water problem 


“Replenishment”? of water -- 
how should it be done in this 
area”? 

This was the key word that 
the Executive Committee of the 
Chino Basin Water Association 
used Mar. 23 as the core of the 
problem facing water interests 
in the area, 

The Water Association has a 
current membership of 28 dif- 
ferent bodies interested in wa. 
ter usage and water problems in 
the area, and “represents about 
90% of the water produced in 
the Chino Basin.’’ 

The Executive Committee de- 
clined to take a stand on the con- 
troversy that has risen as to 
the parts to be played by the 
Chino Basin Water Conserva- 
tion District and the Chino Ba- 
Sin Municipal Water District 
in conserving water. 

The Conservation District 
covers about half of the land 
area of the Water District, and 
is considering expanding its to- 
tal coverage to match that of 
the Water District, Others have 
envisioned disbanding the Con- 
servation District by merging 
it with the Water District to 
avoid overlapping of some func- 
tions and extra taxation, 

The President of the Chino 
Basin Water Association, Ro- 
bert Balch, opened discussion 
of the matter by stating that 
“There appears to be a dif- 
ference of opinion or a prob- 
lem between the two districts. 
It is sad to see any strong 
friction develop, for both are 
doing a good job. I hope that 
they can smooth out and set- 
tle their differences, through 
negotiations, and without any 
hard feelings.” 

The Committee was then pre-e 
sented with a letter that was 
read. The letter was from Fue 
gene Billings, President of the 
Cucamonga County Water Dis- 
trict, and in essence took the 
side of the controversy to dis- 
continue the Conservation dis- 
trict as ‘‘it would seem that an 
agency or agencies more die 
rectly responsible for supply 


should be more concerned with, 


conservation of this resource.” 
The full text of the letter re- 
vealed for the first time at this 


meeting is printed in adjacent 
columns to this story. It was 
written to Carl Masingale, adi- 
rector af the Chino Basin Mu- 
nicipal Water District, and pre- 
sented to the Water Association 


by Executive Committee mem. 
ber Robert Nesbit, 

President Balch said that “1 
doubt if this is the time for us 
to take any action,” 

Treasurer Jack Comstock of 
Fontana said that a year ago the 
Water Association had writtena 
letter to both the water conser. 
vation and the water districts, 
asking both te show what they 
had in mind for the future. ‘We 
haven't heard from either yet,” 
and we should propose nothing 
yet. Neither group has an an- 
swer yet themselves, he said, 

Mr, Balch said thatthe ‘‘Exee 
cutive Committee should not 
recommend any action until we 
get an answer to the request 
for information."* (Letter never 
found -- see later in this story.) 

He said there was ‘no point 
to take a stand now,’’ 


Comstock said ‘IT hope they 
get together,’’ and Balch said 
‘‘a friendly solution would bene- 
fit the area and take care of the 
problems, though this may be an 
ideal happening.’* 

It was noted that a ‘‘wait and 
see’? attitude would be best to 
find out ‘‘what the conservation 
district can do, whether they 
will overlap the entire basin or 
not,”” 

It was pointed out by Come 
Stock that “‘replenishment”’ was 
the key problem ina water ba. 
Sin that was dropping its water 
table every year, 

“This has to be resolved, or 
we all will have to put in wa- 
ter in the underground basins ,’’ 
he said. “A program has to be 
presented,” he said, 

William Coates, a committee 
member, and manager of the 
Monte Vista County Water Dis- 
trict, said ‘‘The Conservation 
District has done a wonderful 
ob and with Flood Control Dis- 

ict cooperation has saved usa 
lot.of water,’’ He, too, agreed 
that the only question is re- 
plenishment and said ‘‘the Wa-

Here are facts aimed 
at water controversy

Dear Mr. Masingale: 


It has come to the attention of the Board of Digectors 
of Cucamonga County Water District that both yourself and 
Mr. Keechler of Chino Basin Municipal Water District, 
were studying the effects of the Chino Basin Water con- 
servation District and its tazes upon the lands lying within 


their Boundaries, 


We would like to take this opportunity to point up some 
facts in this regard as the problem relates to our District. 
The area overlying the Cucamonga Basin 1s not 
in the Water Conservation District and therefore does 
not pay taxes to the Agency. This area represents 


about 40% of our District. 


The area of Cucamonga County Water District 
overlying the Chino Basin (the other 60%) ts in the 
Water Conservation District and therefore does pay 


these taxes. 


Since most of our Water Rights ani extraction are 
from the Cucamenga Basin and the water is used over 
the entire District, the costs of Cucamonga Basin 
Conservation work performed by ourselves, San Antonio 
Water Company and the Flood Control District ts in 
part paid by land that is also paying the Chino Basin 
Water Conservation District fx. 

To the best of our knowledge there has never been 
any Chino Basin Water Conservation District funds 
spent within this District that would contribute & the 
benefit of our Taxpayers in proportion to their con- 


tribution. 


We are further concerned with the proliferation of Gov- 
ernmental Agencies with like and similar powers. While 
it should rest with the general public as to the existence 
of Agencies they wish to support, very few people are 
really aware of the extent af overlying and overlapping 


services they do support. 


We would be the last to suggest that those functions of 
a Water Conservation District designed to benefit the land 
and general public of this Valley should be discontinusd. 
However, in view of the increasing complexities in ground 
water management, water quality, the ultimate protette 
setlement of the Orange County litigation, and the des- 
irability of creating a solution to the disposition of Domestic 
and Industrial sewerage affluents, it would seem that an 
Agency or Agencies more directly responsible for supply 
should be the more concerned with conservation of this 


resource,

KEEPING YOUR CITY AT (TS CLEANEST

No property owner likes to see taxes increase on his 
property but most citizens want clean streets in their 
City and therein lies a dilemma, 
How can we keep our streets clean and yet not have 
it cost a lot of money in terms of equipment expenses 
and salary of operators for street sweeping and main- 
tenance crews ? 
Presently the City of Upland sweeps all residential 
streets with its mechanical sweeper once a month, which 
proves adequate in areas where citirens are cautious 
about the type and quantity of material deposited in the 


TS. 


Leaves falling from the street trees, those that are 


planted in the right-of-way next to the curb, may be raked 


into the gutter and be picked up by the street sweeper. 


However, leaves from trees on private property, grass 
cuttings, weed pullings and other material of this type 
should not be raked into the gutter as piles of grass clip- 
pings or leaves look unsightly; when it rains the material 
blocks the passage of run-off water, sometimes causing 
flooding, and when the wind blows, the material is spread 
over neighbors property and generally degrades the looks 
of the neighborhood, 


All citizens are requested to put grass clippings, garden 
cuttings and leaves from trees on private property in 
appropriate containers for pickup by the refuse crews 
during their regular weekly pickups, By so doing, we will 


help maintain reduced costs af keeping our streets clean,

Jerry Pettis has been a busy 
man all his life.

proposed legislation to set up a 
Commission on the Organizae 
tion of the Executive Branch of 
the Federal Government and to 
allow employers a tax credit 
for the costs of training andre- 
training employees.

A protest for awarding 4 bid 
for plantemix material iv the 
City of Upland to a local firm, 
Holliday Rock Co., instead of 
the ‘low bidder’* has been 
voiced in 2 letter to City Atty.

Reed Sprinkel, President of 
Fontana Paving, Inc. wrote to 
the City Attorney on Mar. 27 
protesting that his firm was 
the “low bidder’? on the pure 
chase of 3000 tons, more or 

of 200-300 plant mix mae 
terial. 

He said the comparative 
prices showed Fontana Paving 
bid $4.30 per ton against Hol- 
liday Rock Co. of $4.50 per 
ton FOB the city, and bid $3.30 
per ton against Holliday Rock 
of $3.80 per ton FOB the plant, 

This was a “more competie 
tive bid by Fontana Paving of 
20 cents or 50 cents per ton, 
he pointed out, The letter une 
doubtedly will be presented at 
the next Council meeting April 
7 for review,

The bids were presented in 
detail to City Councilmen Mar. 
21. Total amount of money in~ 
volved is about $9,000. 

In a chart prepared by the 
administrative staff, City Mane 
ager Elwin Alder showed Coune 
cilmen that the second lowest 
bid of Holliday Rock actually 
would save the city money in 
the long run, 

In the interests of the pub- 
lic, the Council voted to ace 
cept the Holiday Rock bid, 

The City Manager pointed 
out that the city would receive 
in cash $91 approximately by 
getting sales tax from Holliday 
Rock, which will be a part of 
the city in the new annexation 


surrounding Cable Airport, 
While not a part of the bidding, 
this was one factor the Council 
took note of during the dis- 
cussion,

The second major point was 
that if the city accepted bids 
from the Fontana plant, city 
employees and city equipment 
would make approximately 280 
trips to Fontana, 

The City Manager presented 
figures of estimated labor costs 


plus equipment costs, which 
also was taken into consider-

The City Manager’s chartin- 
cluded the following consider- 
ations: 

The round trip to Fontana’s 
plant is 21.2 miles and takes 
one hour of driving time, while 
the distance to the Holliday plant 
is 8.6 miles and takes 30 mine 
utes of driving time, 

ihe City ‘‘averages’”’ purcha- 
Sing 700 tons of material de- 
livered and 1400 tons of mae 
terial picked up at the plant 
Site, 

The 700 delivered tons, based 
on the bid price alone, would 
be $3010 for Fontana and $3150 
for Holliday. 

The 1400 tons picked up at 
the plant, based on the bid price, 
would be $4520 for Fontana and 
$5320 for Holliday; but adding 
in the difference of 140 hours 
for truck and driver, plus the 
difference of 280 trips in milee 
age for city-owned trucks, Mr. 
Alder said the correctcompar- 
ison would be $6014 for Fone 
tana and $6017 for Holliday, 


The City Manager then said 
that adding these two types of 
delivered and pickup bids, the 
totals came to $9024 for Fon- 
tana and $9167 for Holliday. 
By considering the $91 sales tax 
figure , he ended up with a 
comparison of $9024 for Fone 
tana and $9076 for Holliday, 


He pointed out to the Coun- 
cil that an unknown factor, but 
a significant one, to more than 
balance out the $52 differential 
still remaining, was that the 
City of Upland did not want to 
hire or have its city employees 
used as truck drivers, that they 
were more vaulable doing other 
things and being available 
around the city for other uses.
